TRUMAN WANTS ED PAULEY 
TO BE SECRETARY OF ARMY 


Senator Tobey, Who Kept Oil Man Out of 
Navy Post, Sounded Out by 
Royall and Forrestal.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14—The 
Truman Administration has re- 
newed its efforts to arrange a top 
national uefense post for Edwin 
W. Pauley, the controversial Cali- 
fornia oil 1 illionaire who was the 
eminently successful treasurer of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee in the 1944 campaign. 


Senator Charles Tobey, the New 
Hampshire Republican who in 
1946 led the successful fight 
against Pauley’s confirmation as 
Unter Secretary of the Navy, 
tells friends here that he has been 
approache? twice in the matter. 
The President, Tobey said, now 
wants to make Pauley Secretary 
of the Army. 

Truman’s first emissary was 
Secretary of the Army Kenneth 
Royall. Royall’s ambition to leave 


his post and run for Governor of 
North Carolina has become in- 


creasingly obvieus. It culminated 
recently in his elaborate hegira to 
his native Greensboro, surrounded 
by top bras, to celebrate Kenneth 
Royall day. 

Royall’s superior, National De- 
fense Secretary James Forrestal, 
Tobey said, followed up Royall’s 
overtures by telephone. 

To both, Tobey explained that he 
was no longer on the committee 
which will consider the nomina- 
tion, if made; but that he would 
again fight Pauley “with all I’ve 
got.” 

Some such pro-Pauley move is 
not unexpected, as Truman has 
shown an insistent determination 
to keep him in the defense pic- 
ture. Pauley right now is, by 
presidential appointment, assistant 
to Royall. :

MERCURY CLIMBS 
TO 87; WARMEST 
OCT. 14 INV? YEARS 


Mild Weather Expected to 
Coninue for Most 
4 of Week. 


The temperature climbed to 87 
degrees at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon, making today the warmest 
Oct. 14 here in nine years, The 
record for this date, established 
48 years ago, was only three de- 
grees warmer than today’s mark. 
Mild weather is likely to con- 
tinue most of the week, with a 
brief cooling period expected by 
Friday or Saturday, Arthur A. 
Rausch, assistant meteorologist, 
said. Temperatures in the middle 
80s are expected again tomorrow. 
This morning light smoke, mixed 
with ground fog reduced visibility 
to one mile. “There was only a 5- 
mile-an-hour wind from the south 
so most of the smoke must have 
been our own, although some came 
from across the river,” Rausch 
said. The smoke was first noted at 
6 p.m. yesterday.

BURGLAR HANNON 
SENTENCE UPHELD 
INSUPREME COURT 


Missing Man Sought as 
Suspect in Theft af 
Vote Fraud Evidence 
in Kansas City. 


The conviction of Richard S. 
Hannon, notorious St. Louis bur- 
glar, in Jefferson ccunty circuit 
court on charge of burglary, was 
affirmed yesterday by the Missouri 
Supreme Court. 


Hannon has been the object of 
a widespread search for months. 


He is a suspect in the sensational 


theft of vote fraud evidence from 
e Election Board vault in the 
Jackson county courthouse at 
Kansas City May 28. 

He was known to have been in 
Kansas City shortly before the 
courthouse safe was blasted open. 
Authorities said Hannon Had a 
woman friend there and on sev- 
eral of Hannon’s safe burglaries 
in the St. Louis and Jefferson City 
areas, burglar tools which had 
been left behind were found to 
have been purchased in Kansas 


City. 
Bondsmen Seek Him. 

William Dietrich and Charles 
Deibel, professional bondsmen, 
said they have spent about $3000 
in an unsuccessful search for Han- 
non, Last week in Cole county 
circuit court, judgment was en- 
tered for the state on forfeiture 
of a $6500 bond for Hannon, 
signed by Dietrich and Deibel 
afters Hannon was held on a rob- 
bery charge in Jefferson City. 

Dietrich and Deibel also signed 
two $4000 appearance bonds for 
Hannon, which were defaulted in 
the Court of Criminal Correction 
here March 4 when Hannon failed 
to appear for arraignment on 
charges of burglary and larceny. 

The conviction affirmed yester- 
day by Division No. 1 of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court was a 10 
year sentence for burglary and 
five years for larceny. Hannon 
was convicted of stealing a juke 
box from a Jefferson county tav-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (Af) — 
Chairman Charles Luckman of

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP)— 
Chairman Charles Luckman of 
the Citizens Food \ Committee 
planned to pledge the nation’s 
bakery industry today to wheat 
savings of 3,500,000 bushels a 
month for hungry Europe, 

Meanwhile he called the 25 com- 
mittee members together to report 
the closing of two other deals 
which he considers of major im- 
portance in the drive to conserve 
100,000,000 bushels of grain this 
winter. They were: 

1. A 60-day shutdown of 
whisky distillers starting at 
midnight Oct. 25, agreed to by 
virtually the entire industry. 

2 A pledge of “complete sup- 
port” from the restaurant indus- 
try’s national advisory commit- 
tee, including co-operation in 
the Spottily-observed meatless 


0 Tuesdays and eggless and poul- 


tryless Thursdays. The indus- 
try added a 17-point savings 
plan of its own. 

Both agreements were reached 
last night, on the eve of the 
country’s second “meatless Tues- 
day.“ 

Bakery Negotiations. 

Baking company-representatives 
today are seeking final terms with 
Luckman on their curtailment 
plan. Luckman told reporters the 
industry is “definitely committed” 
to halt the practice of consign- 
ment selling—that is, sending 
stores more bread than they nor- 
mally dispose of and then picking 
up the leftover loaves next day. 

Many persons have suggested 
that bakeries offer a half-size loaf 
at a correspondingly lower price, 
a committee official said. It was 
suggested that such a loaf, short- 
ened but not reduced in size of 
slice, would be welcomed by sin- 
gle persons or couples who find 
that the ordinary loaf dries out 
or moulds before it is used up.

United States Delegate John 
Foster Dulles, whom the Russians 
had called a “warmonger,” touched 
off the new Soviet blast as well as 
a sharp personal attack on him- 
self by a speech advocating the 
American proposal. Russian Dep- 
uty Foreign Minister Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky delivered the Soviet de- 
nunciation in which he accused 
the American delegation of trying 
to “steamroller” a program which 
he called “a flagrant violation of 
the (U.N.) Charter.” 

The Russian-American clash oc- 
curred in the General Assembly’s 
57-nation Political Committee as it 
began discussion of the plan call- 
ing for a year-round interim com- 
mittee or “little Assembly” of the 
57 member countries. 

Appeal by Dulles, 

Without mentioning the 22 ve- 
toes Russia has used to exert its 
will over majorities in the 11- 
nation Security Council, Dulles 
Opened arguments for the Ameri- 
can proposal by appealing for 
steps “to regain public confidence 
and prestige needed for successful 
survival” of the U.N. : 

He told the committee “there is 
widespread disillusionment” over 
the progress of the U.N. and that 
Marshall’s proposal was designed 
to provide a solution, He said 
“there are reasons” for the 
illusionment, and added: “Some 
disillusionment was inevitable for 
many hopes were pathetically 
exaggerated. But that is not the 
whole story. The truth is that the 
United Nations can do better than 
it has yet done.” 

Dulles’s only reference to earlier 
Soviet charges that the United 
States was attempting to by-pass 
the Security Council and get 
around the veto was a declaration 
that “our proposal, of course, con- 
templates that the interim com- 
mittee shall respect fully the pri- 
mary responsibility of the Security 
Coyncil for the maintenance of 
international peace and security.” 

He then held out an olive branch 
to the Russians by noting that 
“We are not committed to any 
particular formula or language 
and we welcome constructive sug- 
gestions for the improvement of 
our proposal,” 

Dulles asked that the proposed

OFFICER’S VANISHED 
FINGERPRINT KIT 
RETURNED BY BOY 


A polite department fingerprint 
kit, which disappeared while De- 
tective Russell Schroeder of the 
Identification Bureau was investi- 
gating a burglery today, was re- 
turned by a 10-year-old, who re- 
ported he found it “on a garbage 
can.” Identity of the child, who 
was taken to Lynch Street Station 
by his mother, was not disclosed.

Action to Ease Economic 


Crisis in a Few Days— 
Italy, Austria to Get 
Shares. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 14 (AP) — 
Diplomatic officials said today 
France’s acute economic crisis 
probably will be further eased in 
the next few days by restoring 
$90,000,000 to $100,000,000 in French 
gold the Nazis took during the 
war. 

These officials told a reporter 


the British-French-American Gold 
Commission in Brussels. Belgium, 
will award this gold to France 
within the week. The United

URGES. DEFENSES 
ON ARCTIC COAST 


Projected Airfields Not 
Sufficient to Meet At- 
tack From the North, 
He Says. 


Alaska should be built into a 
fortress with added defenses on 
the Arctic coast, E. L. Bartlett of 
Juneau, Alaska delegate to Con- 
gress, said today on his return to 
Washington from two months in 
the territory. 

“The Government is building a 
large airfield at Fairbanks ‘and 
plans another at Nenana but these 
are not sufficient to meet the sit- 
uation if we are attacked,” Bart- 
lett said. 

“No one knows what Russia is 
doing on its side of the Bering 
Sea but we know that Siberia is 
heavily populated with millions of 
inhabitants while Alaska is sparse- 
ly populated. 

“If an attack came it probably 
would come from the north and 
we should have defenses on Che 
Arctic coast.” 

Bartlett told a reporter the 
housing situation in the territory 
is “desperate” and that many peo- 


ple coming in to settle are forced 
to return to the United States be- 
cause they cannot find homes or 
even hotel rooms. 

“Housing is our most pressing 
problem right now,” he said.

Miss Cammer, who met/sSchwenk 
last May at a seeing-eye dog school 
at Morristown, N.J., told reporters 
before she boarded a train in New 
York today that they would be 
married in Ferguson next Sunday. 
“That’s just a wild rumor,” 
Schwenk said. “There isn’t any- 
thing definite between us—she’s 
just coming here for a little visit. 
I haven’t proposed to her yet.” 
Was he planning to propose to 
her when she arrives? Schwenk 
said he hadn’t made up his mind. 
The pair met while Miss Cam- 
mer was learning to be guided 
by a Labrador retriever and 
Schwenk was being escorted by a

German shepherd dog. After the 
training course ended, they cor- 
responded and met again last 
summer when he visited friends 
in Brooklyn. 

Miss Cammer, a 23-year-old bru- 
nette, has been blind since birth. 
Schwenk, 32, lost the sight of 
both eyes, his left hand and a 
part of his right hand in the ex- 
plosion of a land mine near 
Aachen, Germany, in 1944.

The Pattern in Use. 

The general pattern in the six 
countries included these features: 
Nationalization, state planning, 
redistribution of land, industrial- 


ization, development of backward 
areas, exclusion of foreign capital 
and state-controlled foreign trade. 
Many measures Are no more rad- 
ical than those which are being 
carried out in Britain and France. 
The model furnished by the Rus- 
sian economy has been influential 
in Communist planning. Where 
the Russians developed Stakhan- 
ovism, the Yugoslavs, for example, 
came forth with Turcicism. This 
aid in fulfilling Marshal Tito’s 
five-year plan is named after Mas- 
ter Mason Franjo Turcic, of Zag- 
reb, who on July 21, 1947, built 
2.90 cubic meters of wall in two 
hours, as against a norm of 2.20 
cubic meters in eight hours, Tur- 
cic achieved this enviable record 
by exploiting the principle of divi- 
sion of labor. He appears to have 
been the first man in Yugoslavia 
to have thought of having an as- 
sistant hand him his mortar, and 
another assistant pass him his 
bricks. The three men built more 
wall by this system than they 
would have working separately. 
Turcic’s record was later beaten 
by another mason, Ranko Milen- 
kovic, who copied his system but 
refined it. He laid twice as many 
bricks in half the time—by using 
a larger trowel, 
of Nationalization. 

Not all countries come as close 
as Yugoslavia to the Soviet model. 
The field of nationalization is a 
case in point. Where 95 per cent 
of the economy, exclusive of agri- 
culture, is state-owned in Yugo- 
Slavia, there is no more national- 
ization in Finland then existed be- 
fore the war. Only 12 per cent of 
Finnish industry is owned by the 
Government, Free enterprise there 
is dominant, though the fulfill- 
ment of reparations schedules re- 
quires state co-ordination through 
licensing, priorities and other con- 
trols. These are no more rigorous 
than similar regulations used in 
the United States during the war. 
In Bulgaria, where Todor Polia- 
kov, secretary general of the su- 
preme economic council, told Wal- 
ter Kerr and Ned Russell that 93 
per cent of the national economy 
was still privately owned, state 
control is as complete and as ef- 
fective as in Yugoslavia. The Gov- 
ernment maintains such sweeping 


powers of direction over private 


business that state ownership 
would be only a formality. It was 
significant to note that in some 
other countries, notably Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland and Hungary, the 
economy has been balanced among 
nationalized, co-operative and 
privately owned businesses. 

Czechoslovakia, the most west- 
ern- minded country in the whole 
area, has the largest proportion of 
state-owned industry (about two-

But since 
the government controls supplies 
and markets, sets prices and wages 
and directs foreign trade, owner- 
ship of small or medium-sized 
plants confers no economic power 
on an individual.

City Council Appears 
Deadlocked Again — 
Strong Comeback by 


Premier’s Group.

ROME, Oct, 14 (AP)—Final re- 
turns indicated today that Pre- 
mier Alcide de Gasperi’s Christian 


Democrat party and the Commu- 
nist-dominated People’s bloc each 
had won 27 of the 80 council seats 
at stake in Sunday’s city elec- 
tions. 

Only a handful of votes—less 
than 1 percentage point — sepa- 
rated the two leading political 
groups. The remaining ballots 
were divided among parties rang- 
ing from the moderate left to 
avowed adherents of Fascism. 

With the close result, it seemed 
likely that the new council—like 
the one elected last November— 
would be deadlocked over the 
choice of a Mayor. 

Final returns from 1223 pre- 
cincts announced by the Interior 
Ministry confirmed the comeback 
of De Gasperi's party, which some 
observers had consigned to ob- 
livion after its showing in munic- 
ipal elections last fall and winter. 

De Gasperi’s Party Gains. 

In almost doubling their vote 
in the capital’s first post-mon- 
archy election, the Christian Dem- 
ocrats picked up thousands of 
votes from reactionary splinter 
parties whose chief claim on the 
voters was rabid anti-Communism 
and nostalgia for Fascism. 

All parties were pretty well 
agreed beforehand that the Rome 
result would be a valid barometer. 

The People’s bloc polled 208,566 
or 33.4 per cent of the 623,574 
valid votes. The Christian Demo- 
crats, a poor third in the 1946 
Rome election, polled 204,247 or 
32.8 per cent. The People’s bloc 
tn the last election won 36.9 per 
cent of the vote and the Christian 
Democrats 20.3 per cent. 

The rightwing Qualunquist 
(common man) party was the larg- 
est loser, receiving 63,742 votes or 
10.2 per cent and eight council 
seats. In the previous election 
the party had gained 20.7 per cent 
of the total and 17 council posts. 

Monarchists Get Four Seats. 

The moderate left Reputlicans 
were fourth in Sunday’s election 
with 36,701 votes or 5.9 per cent 
and five seats. The Monarchists 
polled 32.691 or 5.2 per cent, against 
four seats, 

The Scissionists, an anti-Com- 
munist wing of the Socialist party, 
won three seats, as did the openly 
Fascist Italian Social Movement. 
The old line Liberals won two 
seats and the Nationalistic Move- 
ment won one seat. Four smaller 
parties gained only 1 per cent of 
the vote and no seats. 

The three decidedly leftist par- 
ties polled a total of 270,234 votes. 
The right and center amassed 
302,093, not counting the 24,940 
Fascist and near-Fascist ballots. 
There was no assurance that the 
People’s bloc would obtain co-op- 
eration of the Republicans, just as

Petroleum Council Will 
Attempt to Nullify 
Court Ruling That 
Gave Areas to U.S.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 — The 
National Petroleum Council, repre- 
senting the major oil firms of the 
nation, will seek enaction by Con- 
gress of legislation quitclaiming 
federal ownership of oil-rich mar- 
ginal sea areas off the coast of 
California and other coastal states, 
it was learned today. 

Although several. individual oil 
operators, including Edwin W. 
Pauley of California, have prom- 


ised in the past they would abide 
by the Supreme Court ruling on 
the vital issue, the council is now 
determined to nullify through 
legislation the court’s decision. 
The Supreme Court yesterday re- 
fused to reconsider its ruling of 
last June awarding control of 
the tidelands to the Federal gov- 


ernment, 


James Brown, secretary-treas- 
urer of the National Petroleum 
Council, which maintains main of- 
fices in the capital, told the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“It is now definite that Congress 
must settle the whole issue. We 
feel confident that when the legis- 
lators study the facts and become 
conversant with the feelings of 
the people throughout the coun- 
try, they will adopt the quitclaim 
legislation renouncing federal 
rights to the so-called tidelands. 

“The marginal sea areas around 
the coastal belt of the nation be- 
long to the states. It is really a 
matter of states’ rights. We still 
cannot accept the interpretation 
of the Supreme Court, and we're 
confident that the Congress will 
pass the appropriate legislation 
upholding states’ rights,” 

The controversial quitclaim 
measure, backed for years by pow- 
erful oil lobbies and the National 
Association of Attorneys-General, 
was passed by the House and Sen- 
ate in 1946 but vetoed by Presi- 
dent Truman. The bill was intro- 
duced again this year but Con- 
gress adjourned before any action 
was taken, 

If the measure is introduced 
again next year and passed, it is 
anticipated that the President 
would veto it once more, on the 
ground that such action would 
mean the giving away of many 
millions of barrels of petroleum 
urgently needed for the country’s 
public welfare. Some observers 
expect Defense Secretary James 
V. Forrestal to set aside portions 
of the marginal sea as naval re- 
serves to bolster the nation’s 


stockpile of oil. 

With the crucial role being 
played by Middle East oil in in- 
ternational relations, some Gov- 
ernment spokesmen said today it 
is inconceivable that the Congress 
will seek to overturn the Supreme 
Court’s ruling.

The principle of land reform is 
the least controversial of any eco- 
nomic subject in eastern Europe.

There was redis- 
tribution in Finland in 1945 to 
take care of the 410,000 people 
evacuated from Soviet-absorbed 
Karelia; in Romania, and in 
Yugoslavia where 15 per cent of 
the land changed hands to wipe 
out the few remaining sizeable 
holdings, particularly former Ger- 
man farms, and give it to parti- 
sans and others who had suffered 
from the Axis occupation. 


Plots Called too Small. 


Criticism was heard in Hun- 
and Poland that the redis- 
tribution had been carried out too 
hastily and the plots of land were 
too small for efficient farming. 
Poor harvests, government sources 
replied, were due to a combination 
of the weather and the fact that 
most of the machinery had been 
stolen either by the rmans or 
the Russians. Nowhere did respon- 
sible people argue that land distri- 
bution was not desirable and nec- 
essary. 

The last and most consistent 
common factor in the economies 
of eastern Europe is state-con- 
trolled foreign trade, It is carried 
out through bi-lateral barter trade 
agreement in much the same man- 
ner as the countries operated 
when Adolf Hitler's Germany 
dominated their economies. 

Complaints were heard in sev- 
eral capitals that these agree- 
ments were not being or would 
not be fulfilled.

None of the countries contends 
that it has found the ideal solu- 
tion to its economic problems. 
Enormous hard work and many 
sacrifices lie ahead. They are all 
comparatively rich in one natural 
resource or another—Polish coal, 
Finnish wood pulp, Bulgarian to- 
bacco, Yugoslav ores and Roma- 
nian wheat and oil. But they still 
face the problem of foreign aid.

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FARBEN SET UP U. S. FRM 
AS INTELLIGENCE -AGENCY. 


Operated for 11 Years Before War, Sending 
Reich Valuable Information From 
Unwitting Sources. 


NUERNBERG, Oct. 14 (AP)— 
An American war crimes tribunal 
received evidence today that a 
United States corporation was set 
up by I. G, Farben in midtown 
New York as an intelligence 
agency and served the German 
Government successfully for 11 
prewar years. 1 


United States prosccutors read 
into the records of the trial of Far- 
ben directors the evidence about 
Chemnyco, Inc., whith was estab- 
lished by Farben in 1930 in offices 
on Fifth avenue in New York, 

The story of Chemnyco was told 
in a Department of Justice report 
dated Aug. 10, 1944. The report 
concluded that the corporation's 
success “may have resulted from 
the fact that our country did not 
see fit to erect defenses.” — 

The report pointed out that if 
Germany ever had invaded the 
United States, its army would 
have had maps of oil fields, power 
circuits, shoe lines, harbors and 
even one entitled Approaches to 
the Panama gal.“ 

Easy to Get Information. 

Through the services of Chem- 
nyco, according to the evidence, 
American industries,.chambers of 
commerce, and even Government 
agencies unwittingly supplied the 
Germans with facts and figures 
about the United States. 

Regarding the information from 
chambers of commerce, the report 
said: 

“Perhaps the most useful to 
Germany were plant location re- 
ports. Chemnyco would let it be 
known from time to time that 
Farben was interested in selecting 
certain plant locations in the 
United States for exploitation of 
its numerous processes, 

“Consequently and at no ex- 
pense to Chemnyco, chambers of 
commerce of states, counties and 
communities, as well as other 
sources, flooded Chemnyco with 


| information and material about 


their regions, eager at the pros- 
pect of attracting néw. industry, 

“These reports contain extreme- 
ly detailed information regarding 
the location of transportation fa- 
cilities, power supply and natural 
resources and are exactly the type 
which the Allied military govern- 
ment for occupied territories is 
trying to Obtain for its own use 
with respect to German commu- 
nities,” 

Americanized Itself. 

Chemnyco was prescribed as 
having completely Americanized’ 
itself, All the chief personnel up- 
plied for American citizenship, All 
except two got it. 

The report said Chemnyco exem- 
plified “the simplicity, efficiency 
and totality of German methods of 
gathering economic intelligence 
data.“ 

Chemnyco was set up, accord- 
ing to the evidence, by Max Ilg- 
ner, one of the defendants here, 
as a “United States and trans- 
Atlantic service corps.” It was 
run by his brother, Rudolf. 

The corporation operated until 
Dec. 7, 1941—Pearl Harbor day— 


delivering messages through the 


use of numerous mail drops and 
false addresses, the report said, 

The Justice Department account 
said Chemnyco transmitted to 
Germany “tons of material,” rang- 
ing from samples of newly discov- 
ered chemicalg to photographs, 
blueprints and detailed descrip- 
tions of whole industrial develop- 
ments, 

The corporation had a close 
shave in an anti-trust investiga- 
tion in July 1939, according to the 
evidence.

RAMADIER SCENTS

PARIS, Oct. 14 (AP)—Premier 
Paul Ramadier hinted at political 
intrigue today as a strike of 3600 
subway and bus operators, called 
by the Communist-dominated Gen- 
eral Confederation f Labor 
(CGT) in a demand higher 


wages, threatened to paralyze 
Paris. 

In an early morning broadcast, 
Ramadier pointed. out that the 
strike had been called only five 
days before the holding of impor- 
tant municipal elections through- 
out France and intimated that the 
strikers were trying to “create 
difficulties for the republic.” 

The strike began to spread to 
other industries today. Workers 
of two sections of the Renault 
automobile factory, urged by dele- 
gates of the Transport Workers 
Union, voted unanimously to 
strike. In the Lyon region, build- 
ing workers voted to strike. 

The trarisportation tieup, the 
second in Paris in five months, 
was expected to affect approxi- 
mately 4,000,000 people and erip- 
ple the capital’s industrial and 
commercial life. There were in- 
dications that crews on commu- 
ting trains might walk out 
Wednesday, affecting an addi- 
tional 800,000 workers who live in 
the suburbs. 

The strike call was issued after 
the collapse of wage negotiations 
between the CGT and the Labor 
Ministry. The subway motormen 
and bus drivers—who now draw 
between $135 and $150 per month 
—are demanding a general in- 
crease of 11 per cent plus promo- 
tion to the next salary bracket 
rand other concessions, The 
brackets are set up in accordance 
with ability and length of service. 

Ramadier promised the strikers 
a resumption of the wage nego-

Additional resolutions may be 
introduced later. Indications were 
that all will be adopted, although 
the foreign policy resolution may 
precipitate a debate despite 
‘phraseology designed to avoid con- 
troversy. Its preparation repre- 
sented a compromise between the 
left- and right-wing elements of 
the CIO. It deals in implication 
rather than specific charges. Other 
resolutions, one opposing Presi- 

dent Truman's executive order re- 
quiring “loyalty oaths” of govern- 
ment employes, also reflect the 
left-wing influence in the union. 

Both elements were represented 
on the resolutions committee of 28. 
Conservative Van A. Bittner is 
chairman and leftist Lee Press- 
man, general counsel of the CIO, 
is . Also on the commit- 
tee are Walter P. Reuther, presi- 
dent of the United Automobile 
Workers, and his intra-union po- 
litical opponent, George F. Addes, 
secretary-treasurer, who has been 
backed by the left-wing faction of 
that turbulent union. 

No Outright Denunciation. 

Preparation of the foreign policy 
resolution was mulled over at 
great length. Some union leaders 
advocated an outright denuncia- 
tion of certain Russian policies, 
whick the, resolution does not spe 
cifically contain. Nor does it men- 
tion by name any Eurepean re- 
habilitation plan. Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall is to ad- 
dress the convention tomorrow. 
There were persistent rumors that 
the foreign policy resolution was 
altered at the last moment when 
it became known Sunday he had 
accepted an invitation to speak.

enduring peace demands that the 
people everywhere,” the resolution 
set out, “including economically 
backward or colonial countries, be 
protected in their rights of self 
determination and self govern- 
ment—free from interference or 
coercion, be it military or eco- 
nomic from any sourge—benevo- 
lent or despotic.” 

Taft Act Denunciation. 


Other outstanding resolutions 
included a denunciation of the 
Taft-Hartley Act, which was 
termed a “slave-labor” measure, 
and a call for intensified political 
action, on a block and precinct 
basis, to insure the “political re- 
pudiation” of those responsible 
for the act. In another resolution, 
dealing with the protection of De- 
mocracy, the Taft-Hartley Act 
was described as the “spearhead 
of the reactionary drive against 
the liberties of the people.” 

The resolutior. went into detail 
concerning cases of racial dis- 
crimination and what it regarded 
as suppression of free speech, 
particularly on the radio. Citing 
several lynchings in the South, 
with the perpetrators unpunished, 
it declared that violence against 
Negroes by mobs and local law 
enforcement officers has increased 
since the war. 

It took exception also to Presi- 
dent Truman’s executive order 
“purporting to prove a means for 
weeding out disloyal Government 
employes,” regarding it as en- 
dangering the liberty of Govern- 
ment workers. 

“Not only does it disregard the 

ic democratic principles of a 
fair hearing,” the resolution said, 
“but it encourages establishment 
of a thought police under which 
every ferm of political deviation 
among Government workers may 
become an occasion for discharge.” 

Recommendations incorporated 
in the resolution included fair em- 
ployment practices legislation, a 
federal anti-lynching ‘bill, anti- 
segregation bills, on every level, 
and revocation of President Tru- 
man’s “loyalty oath” order.

without entering into a valid, writ- 
ten lease with tenants, were point- 
ed out by G. C. Vandover, St. 

He 
urged tenants to report such vio- 
lations to his office. 

“The law provides that rents 


May be increased up to, but not 


more than 15 per cent, if landlords 
and tenants voluntarily enter into 
a valid written lease in good 
faith,” Vandover said. “Such 
leases will be effective only if they 
are in writing and signed by both 
the landlord @nd tenant on or be- 
fore Dec. 31, 1947. The lease can- 
not expire before Dec. 31, 1948, and 
a copy must be filed with the area 
rent office at the Old Federal 
Building, Eighth and Olive streets, 
within 15 days after the date of 
signing.” 

His office is prepared to go to 
court to seek injunctions against 
landlords making illegal over- 
charges, Vandover said. Tenants 
may sue landlords for three times 
the amounts of such overcharges, 
or $50, whichever is the greater, 
he said. 


Current violations by landlords, 
he said, include: 


1. Some landlords feel it is not 
necessary to sign a lease if the 
tenant is willing to pay the addi- 
tional 15 per cent. . 


2. Other landlords have refused 
leases to tenants, but still de- 
manded a 15 per cent increase in 
rent. : 

3. A side payment may be col- 
lected in addition to the legal rent. 
4. Tenants are simply notified of 
a 15 per cent increase without 
being offered a lease. 

5. Tenants and landlords enter 
into an oral agreement instead of 
a written lease. 

6. A landlord claims he is en- 
titled to the rent increase without 


a lease.

ern near DeSoto, Oct. 12, 1945. 
The juke box was taken to St. 
Louis and sold to a dealer for 
$225. Hannon offered an alibi. 

Judge Laurance M. Hyde upheld 
the conviction in an opinion hold- 
ing there was substantial evidence 
to support the verdict. The other 
judges of the division concurred. 

There have been reports at va- 
rious times that Hannon, an as- 
sociate of local representatives of 
the Capone syndicate in the juke 
box rivalry here, had been killed 
in gang fashion and buried some- 
where in St. Louis county. 

During the war years, when it 
was difficult to obtain juke boxes, 
Hannon was known to have made 
a business of stealing the ma- 
chines. After Hannon was ar- 
rested in the juke box theft, Sher- 
iff John F. Dougherty’s deputies 
reported they could not find three 
key St. Louis witnesses. St. Louis 
police and a state highway troop- 
er bypassed the sheriff's office and 
produced the witnesses at Han- 
non’s trial at Hiillsboro in April 
1946. 

Hannon served two five-year 
terms in the state penitentiary, 
the first on a statutory charge 
and the second for robbery. After 
his release in 1942, he became as- 
sociated with Harvey Miller, lead- 
er of a safe-robbing group.

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INDIVIDUALS MAY 
USE NLRB WITHOUT 
“UNION AFFIDAVITS 


‘tebe l Mem- 
bers Can Go to Board 
Even if Officers Refuse 
to Sign Forms. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (Af) — 
Robert N. Denham, genera] coun- 
sel of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, conceded today that 
the Taft-Hartley Act permits in- 
dividual union members to use its 
privileges even if the union's of- 
ficers refuse to swear they are 
not Communists. 

The situation came to light in 
connection with a report by the 
NLRB showing that in the first 
six weeks of the new law 90 per 
cent of the unfair labor practice 
charges against employers were 
filed by individuals. 

“We know that a number of 
those ces were filed by indi- 
viduals whose union leaders had 
failed to file the non-Communist 
affidavits,” said Denham. But 
there’s nothing in the law to pre- | 
vent an individual from bringing 
such a charge.” 

The law requires that a union’s 
officers must sign the affidavits 
before the union itself can bring 
complaints against employers or, 
in fact, use the NLRB's facilities 


at all. 
Figures on Charges. 

A summary of NLRB cases un- 
der the Taft-Hartley Act up to 
Oct. 1 shows individuals filed 305 
charges of unfair labor practices 
and unions only 30. 


Denham declined to say what 
he would do if he had reason to 
believe an -individual’s complaint 
against an employer was inspired 
dy a union’s Communist leader- 
ship. He has final authority on 
accepting or dismissing all com- 
Plaint cases, and his decisions 
cannot be appealed to the courts. 


“All I can say now is that up 


to now I have had no occasion to 
rule on any of these cases brought 
by individuals,” Denham told a 
reporter. 


In past years the charges filed 
against employers have been main- 
ly sponsored by unions, In 1945, 
individuals filed only 224 charges 
out of 2427 brought against em- 
ployers. In 1946, individuals filed 
only 211 out of 3815. 


Probable Reasons. 


It is likely that most of the 
brought by viduals so 
far under the new law were filed 
in that way because of the con- 
troversy over whether — 
could use the NLRB without top 
officers of the AFL and CIO sign- 
ing the non-Communist oe 
The NLRB finally ruled of- 
ficers of the two organizations ex- 
empt from signing. 

Denham and the NLRB have re- 
laxed their deadline on the time 
for other union leaders to file the 
pledges. 

They first set a 20-day deadline 
perso I from Sept. 3. Later, they 

an extension to Oct. 31 
— (1) that the extension 
was asked for, and (2) that the 
request for more time was “rea- 
sonable.” 

The penalty for failing to file 
on time was to be dismissal of a 
union's pending cases with the 


NLRB. There are more than 4000 
guch cases. 

Denham told a reporter today, 
however, that no cases have been 
dismissed, even though some 
unions have failed to ask for ex- 
tended time limits to Oct. 31. 

“We want to give them every 
chance in the world to come in 
and qualify to use the board,” he 
gaid.

TAMPA, Fla., Oct. 14 (UP)— 
Military officials today seemed 


satisfied with the results of Oper- 


ation Cirrus, a dry ice “hurricane- 
busting” experiment, but they kept 
most details as “military secrets.” 

After three converted bombers 
returned here yesterday from a 
‘mission of dropping pellets of dry 
ice inte a diminishing tropical 


storm rolling out over the Atlan- 
tic, it was said there had never 
been any formal intention“ of 
trying to break up the storm at all. 

Navy Comdr. Daniel Rex said 
oe purpose of the project was 

t to learn more about the 
eather” and that studying the 
‘effects of dropping dry ice on 
the tropical storm was just “inci- 
dental.“ 

Two B-17’s and a B- 29 yesterday 
intercepted the storm that had 
ripped across southern Florida 
Sunday about 500 miles east of 
St. Augustine, Fla. 

About 80 pounds of dry ice were 
“geeded” into the storm from the 
bomb bay of one of the B-17’s as 
observers in the Superfortress 
took notes and snapped pictures 
at the rate of one a minute. The 
‘solidified carbon dioxide chunks 
were dropped from 19,000 feet 


‘from a screw device like a furnace 


stoker. 
Earlier it had been reported that 
the dry ice was to be dropped in 


an attempt to break. up the storm

The chart shows, for the first 
time, the names of all members 
of the new Comintern board. 


As shown here, the Politburo 
sits at the top of a flow of in- 
telligence channeling world-wide 
information to Moscow. Every- 
thing from political reports and 
economic plans of strategy to 
secret military and naval intelli- 
gence goes to the Kremlin in this 
way. The intelligence coming in 
determines the orders for strategy 
being sent out. 


A chart bigger than this news- 
paper would be required to show 
the worldwidé scope of the Soviet 
intelligence network, This chart 
shows only how the net covers a 
single country: France. 


France is shown rather than 
the United States, not because the 
American net is less important, 
but because France is a more dy- 
namic and complex network, and 
is on the firing line of the Soviet 
push westward. 

With the Balkans already inside 
the Soviet sphere, France today is 
the center of the approaching— 
though not necessarily imminent 
—effort by the Communist parties 
to take over western Europe, 
partly by political elections, partly 
by armed pressure. 

The chart shows the elaborate, 
carefully planned intelligence sys- 
tem of the French Communist 
party (8 to 17). On each side it 
shows also the two most active 
Communist. parties in France: the 
Spanish (3 to 7) and the Greeks 
(9). The Greeks are only a mis- 
sion in France, their politburo be- 
ing divided between the Slav-sup- 
ported guerrillas in the mountains,

On the right side of the chart 
can be seen the rich flow of in- 
telligence about France which 
reaches the Soviet Politburo 
through the Russian Govern- 
ment (18). There are two main 
inlets: From the Soviet diplo- 
matic mission in Paris (19 to 24) 
and from the two main security 
bureaus—military intelligence and 
federal secret police security, both 
in Moscow. 

Looking one rung further down, 
one sees how these two Russian 
bureaus receive direct reports 
from the satellite capitals of east- 
ern Europe and the Balkans (27 
to 32). Communists hold the key 
ministries in most of these gov- 
ernments. Thus the satellites, in 
respect to intelligence, are like an 
extra system of microphones for 
the Soviet Government and the 
Politburo. above it, not only in 
France but anywhere, 

The satellites get their informa- 
tion from France independently, 
out of their own embassies and 
legations in Paris (33 to 38). An-

Victor Kravchenko, former Soviet 
purchasing agent, who deserted 
and took refuge in the United 
States, described the dissolution 
as a “maneuver.”

The Comintern never 
died and so never needed to be 
revived. 

In postwar Europe the Politburo 
and Comintern are the brains of 
revolution, but the Red Army is 
the tool.

The Russians withdraw only 
from Bulgaria, a nation of 8,000,- 
000 held by a Communist dictator- 
ship armed with artillery, air- 
planes and tanks.

Leaving to the United 
Nations the question whether the Arab 
states can be allowed to violate the UN 
charter by undertaking open aggression 
against Palestine, we proclaim that there 
is no substance whatsoever in the 


mies are allegedly being concentrated on 
the frontiers for an invasion of the Holy 
Land, are militarily so weak that they 
cannot defend their own countries and 
cannot suppress local rebellions of muti- 
nous minority groups. Their armies are 
extremely small in numbers, weak in 
morale, ill-equipped, badly trained, utter- 
ly inexperienced in modern warfare.

For Saudi Arabia 
to intervene in Palestine would involve 
the sending, of an expeditionary force 
across T ordania.

Do We Mean Business? 


Sometimes it looks as if the United States 
actually does not wish to win the epochal contest 
in Europe between democracy and Communism. 
If we really want to win, how can we explain our 
course with respect to the one best means for 
telling our story abroad—the United States In- 
formation Service? 

The cost of our tragically expensive penny 
pinching on U.S. I. S. was continuously evident 


to the four foreign correspondents of the New 


York Herald Tribune and the Post-Dispatch— 
Mebsrs. Kerr, Russell, Hill and Attwood—on 
their survey of the satellite areas behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

These reporters found that 1 of all coun- 


tries were hungry for news and background in- 


formation about the United States. Yet there 
were only the scantiest means to provide these 
facts—means utterly inadequate. 


The Russians, on the other hand, were in the 


business of winning friends and influencing 
people on a big scale. 
and life in the Soviet Union lagged, but the 
Russian propaganda machine, with its many out- 
lets, was ceaselessly extolling the Communist 
state to the derogation of the United States and 
free government. 

The absurd situation in Warsaw is typical. Two 
Americans, assisted by eight Poles, are all the 
force we have. Housed in a wooden shack 
among the ruins, this staff is supposed to com- 
pete with the Communist outpourings to the 
25,000,000 people who make up Poland. In such 
a situation we obviously just haven’t a chance. 

While in Warsaw the reporters talked to the 


British information director. Saying he thought 


it “vitally important to foster sympathy for 
Western ideas in these countries,” this Britisher 
expressed his amazement: 

We cannot understand why you chaps 
who are so good at selling soap and tooth- 
paste and things don’t bother to advertise 
the advantages of your way of life. It's 
really the best kind of ney. and the 
cheapest in the long run. 

The United States was getting eae to do just 

this when the war ended. The overseas per- 
sonnel of O. W. I. was going into the U.S. I. S. un- 
der the State Department, and one by one outlets 
for American newspapers, magazines and books 
were beginning to open up over Europe. Wher- 
ever the doors swung wide, the facilities and 
staff were literally swamped. It was so in the 
heart of Paris and in a remote university town 
in Germany. It was so everywhere. 
But almost immediately we went on a starva- 
tion diet. Meager funds permitted only a few 
Americans to be hired. Libraries and U.S. I. S. 
offices elosed up one by one. As the foreign 
correspondents point out, the lone American 
library in Romania must try to compete with 
306 Russian libraries. Such preponderance is 
overwhelming from sheer weight of numbers 
and materials alone. It means that thousands 
of Romanians will never know of our weak ef- 
forts all the while they are hearing and reading 
the Russian story day in and day out. 

A chart which accompanies George Weller’s 
dispatch on the first page of this section shows 
the scope of the Russian network in France. 
What the Soviets are doing in France they are 
doing generally over Europe. This has led Con- 
gressman Mundt to say: “When one side is using 
popguns and arrows and the other side has the 
most modern artillery, the outcome is foresee- 
able.” 

This South Dakota Republican represents the 
hope that sanity will prevail before it is too late. 
He broke with the narrow leadership of his 
party and sponsored a bill to provide $35,000,- 
000 for the “Voice of America” and a foreign 
information program. A sum three times as 
large was in order, but even so this was vastly 
better than the bread-and-water ration proposed 
by Senator Ball and others. Passage of the 
Mundt bill, with the figure revised upward, 
should be one of the first acts of Congress when 
it meets in January. 

Appropriations for battleships are approved 
without the batting of an eye. An information 
service abroad, which costs but a fraction as 
much as battleships, is just as much an instru- 
ment for peace. Yet it is all but abandoned. 

No wonder all too many Europeans wonder if 
the United States really does intend to continue 


in working out the salvation of their continent. 


Certainly we have given them cause to doubt.

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Richberg's Immoderate Remarks 


Onetime New Dealer Donald R. Richberg might 
have brought forth legitimate arguments about 
laws to forbid racial discrimination in employ- 
ment. Instead, he answered the Senate Labor 
Committee's invitation to comment with an im- 
moderate attack.. 

Actually, the merits are mixed. In some in- 
stances, such laws cannot be enforced because 
it would involve guessing at employers’ motives. 
They can, however, eliminate flagrant and sys- 
tematic discrimination. For instance, they can 
stop a union from keeping Negroes out of jobs. 
New York State’s law seems to have enjoyed 
much success in such matters. 

But Mr. Richberg painted the idea all-black. 
“Freedom to choose one’s associates,” he argued, 
is sacred. If freedom of association were that 
absolute, it would knock out the anti-trust laws. 

He said that Congress lacks the constitutional 
power. Other high-priced lawyers said the same 
thing of the Wagner Act, but the Supreme 
Court thought otherwise. No one can safely 
say the court would not find the guaranty of 
equal political citizenship broad enpugh to cover 
economic citizenship. The one, certainly, does 
not fully flourish without the other. 

Finally, he tagged it a Communist plot. 
Granted, the Communist party is working the is- 
sue overtime. Said Mr. Richberg: A lot of people 
are miserable (they dare told) not because of 


their own inherent or cultivated weakness, but 


because other men use their inherited or ac- 
quired power to oppress them.” But doesn’t 
that actually apply in large measure to Negroes, 
in some measure to other minorities? 

Isn't it better to cure the just grievance and

to do? Or is it better to say, as Mr. Richberg 
does, that Communists are pouring germs in the 
wound, so we'll just let it fester? 

Does he mean to imply that Gov. Dewey is a 
fellow traveler? Doesn't his line about “inher- 
ent or cultivated weakness” border on the Bilbo 
“inferior race“ doctrine? 

Not the first of his kind, Donald Richberk has 
repented his former liberal views and then ap- 
peased his new friends by outdoing them. One 
doesn’t pretend to understand the breed, but it 
should be clear that any advice from the Rich- 
bergs needs a heavy sprinkling of salt. 
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In Italy, a Faux Pas 
If it is possible to assume that “as Rome goes, 
so goes Italy,“ then the Communists are in for 
disappointment, , Italian members of the party 


were invited to the nine-power conference in 


Poland to set up a new Comintern with Bel- 
grade as its headquarters. That was an indica- 
tion that Moscow expected them to succeed the 
De Gasperi Government perhaps within a year. 
But after demanding that Sunday’s municipal 
elections be considered as a major test of party 
strength, the Communists, while coming out on 
top by a small margin in the scramble of 13 par- 
ties, suffered a sharp decline in voting strength. 
De Gasperi’s Christian Democrats, meanwhile, 
made an even more impressive gain and estab- 
lished themselves for the first time as the sec- 
ond strofigest party in the city. Considering the 


Premier's rural following, this substantially in- 


creases his party’s national strength. 

The point is that the Reds had made alarming 
progress in Italy because they had played down 
connections with the Kremlin. Palmiro Togliatti, 
Red leader, talked much about “respectable 
Communism” and of a policy of “equi-distance 
between the Western democracies and Russia.” 
He even accepted the Marshall plan—although 
with reluctance—because it would have cost 
votes to spurn American aid. Further com- 
promises were accepted in a bid for Socialist 
support. And then there were Trieste and Vene- 


‘zia Giulia. The Italians are by no means recon- 


ciled to their loss. And they fear further Yugo- 
slav grabs—backed by Russia. 

Well, the Belgrade tie-up cut the tight rope 
on which Togliatti and the Italian Reds were 
mincing toward power. It cut like a sharp knife 
through their argument that they were merely 
seeking economic reforms rather than Italian 
subservience to Russia. It laid bare their phony 
indorsement of the Marshall plan. It destroyed 
the possibility of support by anti-Stalinist So- 
cialists, and it made the Yugoslav menace on 
the other side of the Adriatic look bigger than 
ever. 

Through the public revival ‘of the Comintern, 
Moscow has told the world that the Italian Com- 
munists are in the Russian camp. The fact is 
no longer to be concealed. According to Arnaldo 
Cortesi of the New York Times, it may well 
mean Togliatti’s replacement by a more out-and- 
out member of the Red brotherhood, perhaps 
the firebrand Luigi Longo. In all probability, 
it will also deepen the split in the ranks of the 
Italian Socialists, forcing most of them into a 
more moderate position and making it difficult 
for any except the most radical to continue any 
kind of' alliance with the Communists. 

The first result of all this may well have been 
the Communist set-back in the Roman elections. 


But the party’s threat still is a real one—and it 


will be until performance justifies Italian hove 


in salvation from the West, 
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One Way to Save Steel 


Senator Brewster thinks that, with steel short, 
we should send, some of our surplus ships to 
Europe, rather than the steel to build new ones. 
America has 20,000,000 tons of idle ships lying 
at anchor, while Western Europe is using 3,000,- 
000 tons of precious steel to build new ships. 

Admittedly, most of America’s surplus ships 
are the slow and unglamorous Liberties, not 
suited to putting Britain or-France in front rank 
in merchant marine competition. But they are 
quite capable of bringing imports in and taking 
exports out—of tiding these countries over until 
they are able to build with their own resources 
the kind of fast, sleek ships they want. 

If Western Europe would postpone its ship- 
building program, it would be able to cut at 
least in half its need of American steel, of which 


it took 5,000,000 tons in 1946. That would be a 


sufficient addition to the United States steel 
supply to permit the automobile and freight-car 
plants to run at full capacity, with a million tong 
or so leff over. It looks as if Senator Brewster 
has a sound idea.

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Monopoly, Railroad Wrecker 

A consent judgment has been won by the De- 
partment of Justice in an anti-trust suit against 
eight manufacturers of railway springs and 
spring plates. It should be just a beginning. 
Similar arrangements stifling competition in the 
supply of railroad equipment not only milk the 
consumer in the form of inflated freight and 
passenger rates, but endanger his life. Intro- 
duction of competition into monopolies that 
make railroad safety equipment is vital to the 
whole railroad safety issue. : 

“Basically, the railroad safety problem is an 
economic one,” wrote Ruth and Edward Brecher, 
the latter research supervisor for the Senate 
railroad investigation from 1938 to 1941, in a 
Harper’s Magazine article of three years ago, 
“These Railroad Wrecks.” The Brechers spe- 
cifically cited two monopolies which were stand- 


ing in the way of railroad safety. 


The Westinghouse Air Brake Co. and the New 
York Air Brake Co., the latter manufacturing 
under Westinghouse patents, have monopolized 
the railroad brake field for some 40 years and 
prevented adoption of the safest type of brake, 


the Brechers said. Monopoly of the train radio 


field by the General Railway Signal Co. and the 
Union Switch and Signal Co. had retarded the 
use of this safety device, they said. |

The writer of the following letter served 
as Minister of State in Czechoslovakia, 
as delegate to the League of Nations 
Assembly, and is now Visiting Professor 
at Colgate University. 


To the Editor of the New York Times: 


The general report of the Economic Con- 
ference ef the 16 European states, while 
constituting a remarkable inventory of the 
immediate needs of each of them, seems 
to lack political boldness commensurate 
with the magnitude of the challenge which 
the European nations are facing. 


However, it is not at all surprising. 
Impregnated with popular emotion, nation- 
alism is the modern religion to which man 
is bound to sacrifice both his soul and his 
reason. It is therefore understandable that 
politicians are extremely cautious not to 
commit the sin of lese-majeste against 
nationalisms of their respective countries, 

Yet, in reading carefully their report, the 
reader detects the uneasy feeling they 
manifest in being obliged to live within 
the strait-jacket of their nationalistic eco- 
nomic systems. Nevertheless, in their re- 
port, they fundamentally confine them- 
selves to the enumeration of their respec- 
tive needs to get back to conditions exist- 
ing prior to the First World War. 


More Harm Than Good 


I takeethe considered view that if the 
United States advanced billions of dollars 
to the European countries for no other 
purposes than to restore their prewar con- 
ditions, it would, in the long run, do more 
harm than good, 

The fundamental fact is that because 
of her deficit in exports, Continental Eu- 
rope can get on her feet only within the 
framework of an international organization 
of division of production. She can hope 
to increase her exports only if the United 
States is going to be ready to practice a 
liberal tariff policy at home and in the 
world at large. However, I cannot under- 
stand how the European countries expect 
the United States to apply a liberal tariff 
policy toward them as long as, among 
themselves, they maintain and fortify their 
national economic fortresses. This applies, 
first, to the 16 western European nations 
themselves, and, secondly, to their trade 
with central and southeastern Europe. 


Driven to the West 


As regards the latter, though the central 
and southeastern European nations have 
not taken part in the Paris Conference, 
the general] report of the Paris Conference 
in paragraph 119 expressly says that the 
success of the plan rests on the assump- 
tion that western Europe will be able to 
get from those nations a steady flow of 
foodstuffs and timber supplies. 

Judging the prevailing economic condi- 
tions in central and southeastern Europe, 
I submit that these countries, by their 
sheer will to survive, will be driven to 
trade with the West, if the fundamental 
requirements of the general report of the 
Paris Conference are put into successful 
operation. 

In central and southeastern Europe, of 
every 100 occupied persons, from 53 to 81 
are engaged in agriculture, which, under 
present conditions of cultivation, is unable 


to provide a decent standard of living and 
a reasonable purchasing capacity. 


There is one means which, economically 
and socially, would revolutionize the whole 
central and southeastern region. The 
Danube river, 1725 miles long, the longest 
river in Europe west of Russia, flows 
across seven countries: Germany, Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Bul- 
garia and Romania. Not less than 58,000,- 
000 people of the 67,000,000 representing 


the population of six of these seven coun- 


tries are vitally interested in placing the 
water forces at their service. 


What Could Be Done 


Adding Germany as the seventh nation 
to those concerned with utilizing this water 
supply would bring the total number of 
people to approximately 133,250,000. Through 
proper use of the Danube water supply, 
10,000,000 acres of land could be irrigated, 
cheap electricity could be supplied, agri- 
culture modernized and industries created, 


The people of central and southeastern 
Europe have already gained a good deal 
of experience and knowledge of the mod- 
ern means of life by having been forced 


to work for Nazi Germany on large es- 


tates and in great factories. 

Capital and some technical heip is all that 
would be required to make the Danubian 
basin as prosperous a region as the Ten- 
nessee valley is today. 


The Rhine, Too or 


The harnessing of the waters of the 
Danube would not only lead to the organ- 
ization of prosperity of central and south- 
eastern Europe and create a new market 
for world trade, but what is not less im- 
portant, it would unite the seven countries 
of the Danubian basin (which have been 
the principal source of conflicts of modern 
Europe) into a collaboration on a matter 
of vital importance to the economic pros- 
perity of all of them. It would be a 
cornerstone to the peace of Europe. 


This Danubian system, linked to an in- 
ternational management of the economic 
resources of the Rhine valley, the use and 
development of which is of vital interest 
to western European nations, would be 
the soundest, the most practical and effi- 
cient foundation for the collaboration, 
prosperity and peace of Europe.

All this is, of course, tentative.

“Song of Norway,“. which opened

not greatly concerned about it. 
Just irked. For he has to have 
the plug or spiel revised to com- 
ply with the commission’s annoy- 
ing regulations, and this revision 
consists of changing such state- 
ments as “relieves” or “prevents” 
this or that ailment ar complaint 
to helps relieve” or “helps pre- 
vent”—which, it seems, makes the 
false and misleading claim ac- 
ceptable to the commission. 

Keep count next time you do 
listen, if ever, to the commercial 
plug, and see how many times 
the word “helps” is scattered 
through the spiel. It is funny 
when you know why the word is 
used at all. 

Here I have a letter a dentist 
received from, believe it or not, 
the “Dental Editor” of a metro- 
politan newspaper.
